Oakbrook Villas apartment 
may get $6 million upgrade

A massive $6 million up¬ 
grading of the Oakbrook Villas 
Apartments could occur late 
this year if current plans are 
approved by Michigan State 
Housing Development Author¬ 
ity. 

Doug Gurkin of Asset Re¬ 
covery Fund Inc. of Texas said 
his firm’s application will be 
filed with the MSHDA on Feb. 

and a decision could be 
reached by August. 

Gurkin appeared before the 
Romulus City Council on Mon¬ 
day night and successfully ob¬ 
tained a letter of support from 


the city, so that 351 apartments 
could be greatly upgrated. 

Some of the items listed for 
improvements include: new 
heating systems, six foot 
wrought-iron fencing and con¬ 
trolled access gates, new ap¬ 
pliances, new paint, lighting 
and carpets and the addition 
of central air systems. 

Gurkin estimated that each 
apartment unit would get 
$17,000 in improvements. 

Asset Recovery Fund Inc. 
has rehabilitated housing 
units in 20 states - spending 
up to $400 million in the pro¬ 
cess.

New DPW building conning

A new $3.6 million Romulus 
Department of Public Works 
facility - four years ago called 
the city’s top building priority 
- could be opened this summer, 
Mayor William Oakley revealed 
vealed Monday night. 

The need for a new city fa¬ 
cility was created back in the 
early part of this decade, as 
Wayne County announced the 
expansion of Detroit Metro 
Airport and the plans to build 
a fourth parallel runway. 

The Salvation Army’s Adult 
Rehabilitation Center and 
Thrift Store on Goddard road 
were forced to move for the 
same reason. 


That $7 million complex is 
now at the intersection of Van 
Born and Middlebelt roads. 

Negotiations between the 
city and county and later the 
Department of Environmental 
Quality (based on issues re¬ 
lated to the wetlands adjacent 
to the new DPW site) slowed to 
a snail’s pace. 

The originally discussed cy¬ 
cle was that the city and 
county were going to do a land 
trade and the county would 
pay for a building equivalent 
in size to the current DPW. 

Any additional size was to 
be paid for by the city. 

Sounds rather simple when 
outsiders discuss the matter. 
But tough city and county ne¬ 
gotiators found it wasn’t that

While admitting that 
Oakbrook Villas currently has 
some “bad apples,” Gurkin 
said, Asset Recovery Fund Inc. 
plans to set up a police sub sta¬ 
tion on premises to keep secu¬ 
rity as tight as possible.

Gurkin said he has already 
talked to Romulus Police 
Chief Chuck Kirby on plans for 
such a sub station. 

With growth planned soon 
at Detroit Metro Airport, Gur¬ 
kin said, Romulus will need a 
diversified supply of housing 
for new and existing residents.

Chamber banquet planned 
to cite long time activist

Well respected Romulus ac¬ 
tivist and foster parent Zeffie 
Beanum was notified last week 
that she will be honored at a 
March 12 banquet sponsored 
by the Greater Romulus Cham¬ 
ber of Commerce. 

Beanum, who will become 
the 19th Romulus Person of 
the Year, was officially in¬ 
formed last Friday by Ro¬ 
mulus Chamber President 
Larry Williams and other 
chamber officials at a special 
luncheon at the Marriott Hotel 

The honoree, who has lived 
in Romulus since 1936, is being 
cited for the powerful influ¬ 
ence she was on her own two 
children and 20 foster chil¬ 
dren, many who began profes¬ 


sional careers after graduating 
from Romulus High School 
and assorted colleges and uni¬ 
versities. 

One of her foster children is 
a medical doctor and others 
are teachers. 

Beanum was formerly ac¬ 
tive in the Parent Teacher As¬ 
sociations at the old Cory and 
Beverly schools. 

For years she was a power¬ 
ful Girl Scout leader and was a 
founding member of the Amer¬ 
ican Progressive Association -- 
the oldest service organization 
in the city of Romulus. 

The group - that provided 
food and other necessities- to 
the area needy -- was founded 
in 1947 and Beanum served as 
its secretary for two decades. 

She also was a former mem¬ 
ber and president of the Ro-

Usually mild State Rep. 
Raymond Basham (D-Taylor) 
expressed great anger Monday 
night over the fact that he had 
to learn from Romulus Mayor 
William Oakley that the state 
Department of Environmental 
Quality had changed its long- 
held stance about a permanent 
cap (a 50 foot cement plug at 
the bottom of the well) at the 
Environmental Disposal Sys¬ 
tems site on Wahrman road in 
Romulus. 

Basham said he felt his of¬ 
fice was “ignored” by the DEQ 
- even though DEQ officials 
knew he was a prime player in 
the area’s battle to keep EDS 
wells from operating in the Ro¬ 
mulus area. 

He said the DEQ action was 
a “callous effort that shows lit¬ 
tle regard for my office. It just 
wasn’t right that I had to be 
notified by Mayor Oakley.” 

Basham said two issues in 
the matter bothered him 
deeply - since it is not just a 
Romulus or Taylor issue any 
more. It now is a southeast 
Michigan issue. 

Those issues are -- the above 
item about not being told di¬ 
rectly by the DEQ, Basham 
said - and also the fact that the 
DEQ is apparently changing 
from its long stated position of 
demanding that EDS place a 
permanent cap on the Wahr¬ 
man road site, before it would 
even consider EDS’ applica¬ 
tion for an- alternate site on 
Citrin drive. 

EDS dug the well site ear¬ 
lier this decade on Wahrman 
road -- but the city has blocked 
its operations to date. 

EDS then switched its focus 
to a Citrin road location, which 
the DEQ has long said it would 
not consider until EDS put a 
permanent cap on the former 
well site. 

Basham said apparently 
DEQ is now willing to accept a 
“deal” with EDS, in which only 
a temporary cap would be 
needed for such an applica¬ 
tion now to be considered. 

The state representative 
said he fears the DEQ “is inch-

ing toward approving” a deep- 
well injection site for 
Romulus. 

A hearing is slated this af¬ 
ternoon in the courtroom of In¬ 
gham County Circuit Court 
Judge Peter Houk. That hear¬ 
ing is scheduled to be at¬ 
tended by Oakley, Basham, 
various Romulus city council 
members and some Taylor city 
officials. 

If'the final well decision 
process is turned over Chief 
Administrative Law Judge 
Richard Lacasse today the 
long battle between Romulus 
and EDS may come to an 
end in a year or two. 


Burned out family 
loses all; even dog 
is reported missing

A Romulus family -- who 
lost its second house to a fire 
in two years -- is seeking to re¬ 
bound from its financial and 
household crisis in coming 
months. 

To add insult to injury - the 
family of David and Cathy 
Buhnerkemper of Meadow st. 
- are distraught that their 
young son Matthew’s pup Jake 
is now missing. 

Cathy discovered the home 
fire early on Jan. 16, upon re¬ 
turning home from her mid¬ 
night job. 

She spotted their frightened 
pet lying on the floor of the 
smoke- filled house and went 
inside to rescue it. 

The determined mother -- 
who reportedly collapsed after 
getting the pet outside — was 
aided by her sister, Donna 
Adams, who lives nearby. They 
and Jake then traveled to a 
family member’s house in Tay¬ 
lor, where son, Matthew, was 
staying at the time. 

Matthew took Jake outside 
to play for a while, Cathy said, 
and for a brief moment went in 
the backyard, while his pup re¬ 
mained on the front porch. 

When he returned, young 
Matthew said, “Jake was 
gone.” 


The young boy - who his 
mother says has the person¬ 
ality and energy level of the 
fictional Dennis the Menace - 
has been devasted by the loss 
of his young pet since then. 

The fearful mother saiu 
“there is no doubt in my mind 
that someone took him.” The 
family has gotten some offers 
to replace the dog, Cathy said, 
but “we are clinging to the slim 
hopes that he may be returned 
to us.” 

Cathy said she is strongly 
hoping - if the dog was stolen 
as she and neighbors think - 
that the thief has a pang of con¬ 
science and returns the bea¬ 
gle type dog to her devastated 
son-. 

In the meantime, the family 
is trying to rebuild their pos¬ 
sessions. “We lost every¬ 
thing...our clothes...Matthew’s 
toys and games...and even the 
family’s appliances they just 
bought to replace ones de¬ 
stroyed in a fire they had in 
Deroit two years ago. 

Matthew missed several 
days of classes at Hale Creek 
School last week, while the 
family was trying to obtain 
new clothing supplies.

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Police, neighbors argne about child safety

The wisdom of Solomon 
may be needed by the West- 
land City Council to decide a 
children’s safety issue that has 
area parents and Police Chief 
Emery Price on opposite sides 
of the road. 

The road dividing the par¬ 
ties is Ravine Street, where po¬ 
lice posted temporary “no 
parking, no standing, no stop¬ 
ping” signs near a 30-year- old 
elementary school bus stop at 
the southwest corner of Ra¬ 
vine and Joy. 

Parents of school children 
had asked the city council to 
take down the signs. Price rec¬ 
ommended that council make 
the signs permanent. 

At Monday night’s city coun¬ 
cil study session, both sides in¬ 
sisted that their solution 
would be safest. 

Price, who spoke first, said, 
“For the safety of the children, 
it appears that the best thing 
would be to leave the signs. 

Price said that posting of 
the signs appeared to have 
eliminated the problem.

Previously, there had been 
reports of unsupervised kids 
darting through congested 
traffic at the corner. The origi¬ 
nal purpose of the signs was to 
relieve the traffic congestion, 
which the couple living at the 
bus stop had said that mothers 
waiting at the bus stop had 
eroded six feet of their lawn. 
The safety issue was raised 
later. 

Price said that the signs 
solved both problems. 

Resident Virginia Klein 
questioned Price. “You think 
that the safety of the children 
is better protected by having 


them walk 170 feet to the bus 
by commercial property on icy 
and snowy roads to stand at a 
bus stop at a very narrow road 
in snow?” 

“Yes,” said Price. 

“I beg to differ,” said Klein. 
“I’m there every morning with 
my children. ... I think that 
many children are safer in a 
car.” 

As a daily witness, she said 
that children were only dart¬ 
ing in and out of traffic when 
people in the neighborhood 
were demonstrating against 
the signs. 

“Come any other day of the 
week and you will see that this 
is not reality,” she said. 

Other Ravine Street 
mothers explained that the 
only reason that traffic conges¬ 
tion has disappeared is be¬ 
cause school children no 
longer use the bus stop. 

“Now there’s no problem 
because most of us car pool 
[our children to school],” said 
resident Denise Herbert. “No¬ 
body wants to go down to the 
bus stop.” 

She complained that coun¬ 
cil supposedly reneged on her 


recollection of an offer to re¬ 
move the signs if the residents 
car pooled. 

Resident Charlotte Russo 
said she regrets that her 
daughter no longer is able to 
use the stop because of the 
signs. 

“My daughter had a mes¬ 
sage on our answering ma¬ 
chine. It said: Caitlin, are you 
ever going to take the bus 
again? I miss you. Are the kids 
[on your block] ever going to 
take the bus again?’ This is un¬ 
fair .... Us mothers are being 
punished because someone 
doesn’t like our kids [in front 
of their house]. I’m paying 
taxes for that bus and my 
daughter is not on it.” 

The signs were also unfair 
to resident Pat Coblar. “The or¬ 
dinance or law says that you 
can’t park within 30 feet from a 
stop sign,” he said. “There are 
a lot of other bus stops located 
near stop signs. Why does only 
ours have to have 170 feet? The 
signs will have to be removed 
or we will have signs up every¬ 
where.” 

Except for the couple who 
lives at the bus stop, all resi¬

dents who spoke said they op¬ 
posed the signs for reasons of 
safety and fairness. 


Council will decide whether 
the signs stay or go on Febru¬ 
ary 1.

Veteran’s Day in January

Vets Haven takes advantage 
of its small size to lavish large 
amounts of charity. 

“Unlike big organizations 
with staffs and payrolls, we 
can distribute almost every¬ 
thing we collect,” said Viet¬ 
nam Veteran Vince Berna, 
who founded the group to help 
forsaken World War II, Ko¬ 
rean, Vietnam, and Desert 
Storm vets in 1995. 

And he helps them in a big 
way. Last week, the four-year- 
old Westland charity gave 
away its 31st automobile to a 
needy, honorably discharged 
vet to use for work, school, or 
medical needs. 

“We have and are con¬ 
cerned with providing our ser¬ 
vices to help disabled and 
disadvantaged vets and unem¬ 
ployed or laid-off vets who are 
seeking work,” said Berna. 
“It’s a shame but, for the most 
part, vets are forgotten 
heroes.” 

But Berna hasn’t forgotten 
them. Vets Haven has helped

hundreds of vets since their 
birth in 1994. 

The group was started by an 
accident. 

“Three years ago after I was 
injured in an auto accident 
and disabled from my trade as 
a millwright for 24 years, I dis¬ 
covered first hand there aren't 
many places out in the world 
that vets can turn to when the 
chips are down,” Berna said. 
“Instead of complaining and 
just flapping my lips that no 
one cares, this was the birth of 
Veteran’s Haven. The name 
says it all, a haven to help and 
pay tribute to all who have 
honorably served and com¬ 
memorated our fallen com¬ 
rades.” 


The group has been so effec¬ 
tive with its generosity that 
large bureaucracies, such as 
FEMA (Federal Emergency 
Management Agency), and 
large organizations, such as 
the Archdiocese of Detroit, 
have donated money to it. 

“Our small size enables us 
to watch where the money’s 
going,” he said. “We have oper¬ 
ated on a shoe string budget, 
but we have done as much if 
not more to help people than 
some of these larger chari¬ 
ties.” 

Besides giving away cars, 
Vets Haven distributes food. 

“No vet should go hungry,” 
said Berna. 

Food, clothing, counseling, 
job connections, and transpor¬ 
tation are available from the 
group. 

“We are not a social club for 
bingo and fish fries that only 
caters to a certain segment of 
the veterans’ population,” he 
said.

ter. He failed. 

According to the 18-year- 
old, the first man, who was a 
former friend, pushed against 
the door and wedged his way 
in, the second man following, 
while a friend of the 18-year- 
old man watched.

Hearing the commotion, the 
38-year-old woman told police 
that she came downstairs to 
see what going on. As she ap¬ 
proached a glass door, one of 
the intruders kicked it, shatter¬ 
ing the glass. 

Jagged shards flew in her 
direction. She was so close to 
the door, she said, that pieces 
of flying glass cut her legs, feet, 
and hands, chipped one tooth, 
and sliced her right ankle. 

“It all happened so fast,” 
she said. So fast that didn’t see 
which intruder booted the 
glass. 

The pair fled in an unknown 
vehicle before Canton police 
and paramedics arrived. The 
responding officers noted that 
the glass door was wiped out. 

Paramedics treated the wo¬ 
man at her home, then drove 
her to a nearby hospital for 
secondary treatment. 

Police questioned the 18- 
year-old about the suspects’ 
motives in breaking in. The 
young man said that he had no 
idea why they forced their way 
in. 

Based on statements by the 
victim and the two witnesses 
and on the evidence of the 
shattered glass, police began 
looking for the men, who, ac¬ 
cording to the police report, 
remained at large. 


Officials with the Canton 
Community Junior Baseball 
and Softball Association (CC¬ 
JBSA) are planning a two-day 
in-house registration for young 
athletes interested in partici¬ 
pating in the league this year.

The deal for 
the center is expected to be 
completed this month - Canton 
has already begun hiring new 
staff to manage the center and 
is preparing to open the facil¬ 
ity under its direct control 
later this spring. 

The Canton Community Ju¬ 
nior Baseball and Softball As¬ 


sociation offers teams for both 
boys and girls ages seven to 18 
divided into 15 different divi¬ 
sions. It is the only league in 
Canton and Plymouth which 
offers both softball and base¬ 
ball programs as well as travel 
teams. The association has 
been expanding its softball 
programs and will be looking 
at a new tee-ball program next 
year. 

The CCJBSA will also play 
exclusive host to two world 
tournaments this year, said 
Hill. 

The league normally com¬ 
petes on local school fields as 
well as fields at various parks 
in Canton (Griffin, Flodin, Her¬ 
itage) and Plymouth (Mc- 
Clumpha). The new softball 
center on Michigan Avenue 
will add 12 well-maintained 
fields to those already avail¬ 
able to the league. 

Over the years Canton mu¬ 
nicipal government has of¬ 
fered both administrative and 
financial support to the league 
and will continue this substan¬ 
tial annual commitment. Can¬ 
ton Parks and Recreation 
officials are working with the 
league to make sure the orga¬ 
nization benefits from its pur¬ 
chase of the Canton Softball 
Center. 

At the same time the league 
has made significant financial 
contributions to the continued 


improvement and develop¬ 
ment of fields throughout the 
community. 

“We want our residents to 
understand that this is the 
same league it has always 
been,” said Parks and Recre¬ 
ation Manager Mike Gouin. 
“We are committed to offering 
the players a top-notch facility 
and any other support we can.” 

Gouin said Canton officials 
worked closely with the league 
last summer as a part of the 
discussions surrounding the 
potential purchase of the 
Michigan Avenue center. “One 
of our goals in making that pur¬ 
chase was to find a way to meet 
the needs of the association,” 
he said. “Our focus, obviously, 
has been and will continue to 
be on our residents and our 
community. This league offers 
the best sports competition of 
its kind for our young people.” 

“We are one of the largest 
groups of its kind in the coun¬ 
try,” said Hill, who added that 
nearly 2,200 athletes took part 
in competition last year. 

The association’s walk-in 
registration will be held at 
Canton High School on Janu¬ 
ary 30 and again on Feb. 13, 
said Hill, from 9 a.m. to 2 p.m..

Another teen murdered, 
time for new solutions 


A mere two weeks into 1999, and another 
youth is found dead. This time the location 
is Inkster, and the teen is a 16 year old 
sophomore who played basketball for 
Inkster High School. A neighbor found the 
body of Brandon Casey riddled with bullets 
near his home on Kenwood Street 

This story could be told a thousand times 
over. Casey had put his life back together, 
becoming a decent student and excelling 
on the basketball court It was his past, 
however, that allegedly caught up with him. 

Allegedly Casey, like many peers, had a 
past that was bound to catch up with him. 
Some surmise those who were involved 
with Casey did not appreciate his attempts 
to straighten out his life. Allegedly, family 
members were involved in a murder a cou¬ 
ple of years ago. Maybe it was retribution 
for that Maybe he owed money. Maybe he 
knew too much. 

Someone wanted him dead. This was not 
an accident Casey was not an innocent vic¬ 
tim. Sources think he was gunned down 
gangland style. There are suspects, other 
teens, and supposedly police have targeted 
the city of Flint, and a couple of Inkster lo¬ 
cations as places where the murderers 
fled. 

The teen death toll continues to mount 
Teens killing teens or teens killing parents 
outnumber all other types of murders. And 
no one seems to have a handle on how to 
abate the upward spiral of teen deaths. 
This is a serious problem-one that needs 
to be addressed at home and in school. 16 
year old students are not suppose to die. 


Governor John Engler has put forth a 
plan in which city governments can take 
control of local schools. The thought is that 



reform-minded 
mayors, like 
Dennis Archer, 
would appoint 
an expert 
school board 
that would be 
better suited to 
operate Detroit Schools than the popularly 
elected version. It is a model taken from 
Illinois, where Chicago schools, once con¬ 
sidered to be the nation’s worst have 
markedly risen in quality after Mayor Da¬ 
ley took control. 

One of the school systems he talks about 
on his short list of four, is our very own 
Inkster Public Schools. The Governor 
seems to think Inkster would benefit from 
a change of leadership. He thinks Mayor 
Bivens, who once was a member of the 
school board, and has long lamented about 
the problems the Inkster system faces, 
would be able to appoint a school board 
that could provide Inkster students with a 
quality education. 

Although most of the time, I would much 
prefer an elected board over an appointed 
one, in the case of Inkster Schools, this may 
make sense. As one astute observer point¬ 
ed out, any collection of people would be 
better than the current scandal-ridden 
board. Secondly, it could only help if the 
Governor makes Inkster his pet project 
You can bet Engler would provide all the 
necessary resources to see that our chil¬ 
dren had the best opportunities. The alter¬ 
native would be a failure on Engler’s part, 
and this Governor rarely fails. 

In any event it will be interesting to see 
how Lansing treats the Governor’s latest 
educational scheme. If they give him a go, 
look for changes in Inkster.

One Life Had Value And The Other Had None 



Dear Readers: The headlines have ceased 
and life has resumed for the Brown family of Los 
Angeles. However, they are and will remain short 
one very important member-Brian Brown, son, fa¬ 
ther and at one time an outstanding police officer. 

Brian Brown was shot in the head and died early 
Monday morning on November 30, 1998. At 27 
years old, he was on the LAPD only 3 years when his 
life was claimed by a 23 year old Inglewood gang 
member. Brian Brown would probably still be alive 
today, if the man who shot him had served his full 
sentence of 11 years, instead of being paroled after 
serving roughly half his sentence for a prior convic¬ 
tion of attempted murder. 

Prior to November 30 the Brown household 
consisted of Brian’s parents, Dennis and April, and 
Dylan Brown-Brian’s only child. Brian was a single 
parent and for reasons not publicized, chose to raise 
his son within the extended family. Good choice 
because at least now 7 year old Dylan has his 
grandparents to raise him. 

The difficulty in writing this column is whether to 
put focus on the anger I feel toward an ex-felon 
whose life amounted to nothing, orthe sadness I feel 
for the Brown family and their loss. Both emotions 
are so intertwined it’s difficult to separate them. 

Fact remains two men are dead: 27 year old 
Brian Brown, LAPD field training officer, ex-marine 
and recipient of the Purple Heart for services ren¬ 
dered in Somalia, and 23 year old Oscar Zatarain, 
for who there are no positive bullet points except to 
say he is dead. 

Death is about the survivors, so I'll make my 
focus 7 year old Dylan Brown. His life has been 
forever shaped by an ex-felon who has no redeem¬ 
ing value in oursociety. Young Dylan will live the rest 
of his life without being able to answer, “Why did my 


daddy have to die?” 

A senseless crime will plague him a lifetime-a 
crime that has no justice, no merit, no fairness. All 
he knows is that there will be no more fishing trips 
with his dad, no more computer game competitions 
with the man he loved, and no more birthdays or 
holidays shared with the man who was his hero. For 
Dylan Brown there will be day after day of learning 
to adjust without the most important person in the 
world to him. As a nation we must ask ourselves, 
how can we help? 

Indirectly, we can help by asking for stricter laws 
that will keep felons behind bars. We can demand 
harsher, less lenient sentencing for first time offend¬ 
ers. We can guarantee a life of damnation for those 
who kill the very ones who put their lives on the line 
to protect us. By doing this we will send the message 
that gang warfare will not be tolerated and we will not 
be held hostage by gang members. 

Even with all this, young Dylan’s loss will not be 
lessened. It is a private grief that none of us can 
really understand. It is the type of grief that a little 7 
year old boy probably doesn't understand very well 
himself, and will undoubtedly leave him with tortured 
nightmares for Lord knows how long. 

But as the dust settles for the Brown family and 
they piece their fragmented lives back together, as 
a nation we can directly show them we care and try 
to shoulder some of their burden. A donation, a card, 
a simple letter of sympathy would help.

I hope that comfort and tradi¬ 
tion matter in Westland while the 
city council considers designs. 

When presented with costly ul¬ 
tramodern plans designed for 
what the consultant team calls 
“image,” residents should emu¬ 
late Jordan and fight the suits and 
their corporate values. 

Residents should question the 
city council about the suggested 
trendy design. 

Westland needs more gyms, fit¬ 
ness training rooms, and swim¬ 
ming pools, but it doesn’t need an 
overly expensive modem archi¬ 
tecture monument for the consul¬ 
tant team to brag about to suckers 
in the next city it works for 

Westland’s image is good 
enough to have attracted over 
80,000 people to live in the city. It’s 
image is best reflected in down- 
to-earth places, like the Friend¬ 
ship Center, where trendy ap¬ 
pearances are not as important as 
good old-fashioned friendliness 
and other decent Jordan-like val¬ 
ues, such as respect and loyalty

To the Editor: 

Pm writing this letter to in¬ 
form the residents of Westland 
that recently a new ordinance 
has gone into effect to help 
protect them while they shop 
at night! 

As ridiculous as it may 
sound, up until recently the 
city of Westland had an ordi¬ 
nance on the books that re¬ 
quires ‘‘lighting” at businesses, 
especially new construction 
projects! However, one would 
think that if these “lights” are 
required, that the business or 
property owner would make 
sure these lights are operata- 
ble and on at night to help 
light the way for shoppers. 
WRONG! The revision of this 
ordinance now spells it out 
that these lights must be on 
from dusk to dawn! This leaves 
“no wiggle room” so this law/ 
ordinance can not be misin- 
terupted. 

We found this not to be the 
case [the hard way] in the fall 
of 1995 when my wife was 
“mugged/assaulted” while 
shopping at Farmer Jack’s in 
Westland. While putting groc¬ 
eries in the trunk of her car' 
she was hit from behind, her 
purse and all of her personal 
information was taken. This 
was quite an experience that 
caused a lot of unwarranted 
stress and aggravation. All we 
got for our trouble was being 
scoffed at by ‘Their legal beagles” 
and this case was dismissed in 
court. Reason being the “busi¬ 
ness or property owner” is not 
responsible for the criminal 
actions that may cause harm to 
another individual while on 
their property. We never said 
they were, all we wanted to 
find out was “Why” weren’t 
these lights on the night my 
wife got nailed! We never got 
as much as an apology or ex¬ 
planation! 

When this first happened as 
you can imagine we were quite 
upset. After this incident I con¬ 
tacted our city officials and ex- 
plained that we felt more 
needed to be done to protect 
the people at night while they 
are shopping. The city council 


was notified, 1 contacted and 
met with Justine Barns and 
Charles Pickering, both 
seemed concerned while I was 
in their presence, afterwards 
this became yesterdays news, 
neither one did anything to try 
and change/rectify the situa¬ 
tion. 

Last fall I thought I would 
give it another shot and try to 
muster up some support to 
change things for the better to 
help protect everyone. I con¬ 
tacted and met with Richard 
LeBlanc of the Westland City 
Council. When we first met 
and after I explained to him 
what I have been trying to ac¬ 
complish for 2 years, he was 
shocked that No One from the 
city council had contacted us 
to advise us that this 
“Building/Lighting” was being 
revised to spell out - these 
lights will be on during hours of 
darkness. 

Mr, LeBlanc made a intro¬ 
ductory call on our behalf to 
Mr. Kilroy who heads the Build¬ 
ing Dept, to let him know 
I would be calling to find out 
the status of this ordinance. 
When I spoke to Mr. Kilroy he 
explained to me that this ordi¬ 
nance was being revised and 
that a “public hearing” would 
be called some time in 1999 to 
discuss this matter. Well ap¬ 
parently this hearing was not 
necessary, a couple weeks ago 
Richard LeBlanc called me to 
notify us that this ordinance 
was revised and passed at a re¬ 
cent council meeting. My wife 
and I would like to thank Mr. 
LeBlanc for keeping us in¬ 
formed on the transition/ 
progress of this ordinance and 
for his cooperation in looking 
out for our citizens. I’m sure 
all the residents of Westland 
welcome this change for the 
better. 1 

Incidentally, in 1996 after 
not getting any satisfaction 
from the city officials I con¬ 
tacted. I wrote a letter to our 
State Rep. Eileen DeHart, she 
was very concerned about this 
incident and did put together a 
“Bill” to insure that these 
places of business would have 
their lights on at night. For the 
last 2 years she has been trying 
to get this bill in front of the 
House Committee, so it can be 
voted and sent to the House for 
a vote. She has met much op¬ 
position from some of the Re¬ 
publican members on this 
committee trying to get this 
bill going forward. 

However, I have been in¬ 
formed that these State Repre¬ 
sentatives that were opposing 
this bill won’t be around any¬ 
more, since this last election! 
Why would anyone [Republi¬ 
can or Democrat] be against a 
bill that helps protect the pub¬ 
lic while they are shopping 
and spending their money at 
these shopping centers and 
strip malls??? I know why, as 
usual they were looking at the 
$$$ aspect of this bill, the fine 
that would be imposed if this 
ordinance is not complied 


with, maybe that’s why their 
not “elected public official” 
anymore.

Methodist congregation 
okays church expansion, 
cost is on next agenda

A major $750,000 building 
expansion program for the 
Community United Methodist 
Church was supported Sunday 
by a congregational vote, 49 to 
12 . 

One vote stated a church 
member was still undecided. 

The secret vote taken by 
written ballot asked whether 
the congregation supported 
the continuation of the 
church’s building effort - known 
as the Vision 2000 Building Project 

The project calls for the ad¬ 
dition of a nursery room, five 
classrooms (mainly for Sunday 
School classes), new kitchen, a 
larger storage area and a site 
tentatively called the “gather¬ 
ing area.” 

The $750,000 figure includes 
the costs of demolition of part 
of one outside wall, remodel¬ 
ing of some interior areas and 
the final construction. 

In addition the construction 
budget calls for a $56,300 con¬ 
tingency fund. 

Steve Sims, church trustee, 
outlined the past history of the 
building study and his father 
LeRoy Sims, building commit¬ 
tee chairman, coordinated the 
congregational meeting just 
prior to the vote. 

Pastor William Kren said 


“this is an indication that we 
have God’s mind...and I’m 
greatly encouraged.” 

Plans call Kren’s pastoral 
office to be moved to the cur¬ 
rent choir room and for the of¬ 
ficial church office used by 
Administrative Assistant 
Nancy Paul and varied volun¬ 
teers to be nearly doubled. 

Architect Tom Yates, from 
the Straub, Pettitt, Yates Co., 
displayed the architectural 
drawings for the project and 
accepted queries on future 
possible needs such as addi¬ 
tional exits or restrooms. 

The cost of the building pro¬ 
ject is expected to be picked 
up by pledges from church 
members and possible grants. 
In addition gifts from the com¬ 
munity will be sought and a 
possible loan from the Ann Ar¬ 
bor District of the United 
Methodist Church. 

It is expected most of the 
current services and programs 
will continue inside the 
church building during the 
construction period, church 
members said. 

No time frames have been 
finalized, Sims said, but it is 
hoped that if all studies and 
vstes (including future ap¬ 
provals on funding issues by 
both the church congregation 
and the Ann Arbor District of 
the United Methodist Church) 
move speedily, even the con¬ 


struction project itself can be 
completed by the year 2000. 

Further information on the

The church is located at the 
intersection of Olive and Bib- 
bins in Romulus, across from 
Romulus Police Headquar¬ 
ters.

This article is the fiist in a se¬ 
nes that will attempt to explain 
the many things being done to 
improve the water quality in the 
Rouge Rive)' and its tributanes 
throughout southeastern Michi¬ 
gan. Any of these tiibutaries are 
in front of our homes and along 
the sides of streets we travel ev- 
ei'yday but pay almost no atten¬ 
tion to. I hope to provide a series 
that is concise, informative and 
provides an explanation of 
things that might otherwise go 
unexplained L 

What looks in writing like a 
typo is actually what a group of 
scientists have collectively de¬ 
cided to call this effort to clean 
the river. The Rouge River Wet 
Weather Demonstration Pro¬ 
ject is currently underway in 
48 communities as far north as 
Rochester Hills and as far 
south as the City of Romulus, 
touching every City in bet¬ 
ween. 

This vast area of land, 438 
square miles of it, is known as 
the Rouge River’s “water¬ 
shed”. Watershed is what they 
call an area of land that is 
drained by a river system. This

is an important point to re¬ 
member because rainwater 
that falls in a watershed and 
doesn’t evaporate or soak into 
the soil, ends up in the river 
carrying with it whatever it 
picks up along the way. The 
words “Wet Weather” consider that 
least some of the contamina¬ 
tion that enters the Rouge gets 
there in just this way. 

The word “Demonstration” 
is in there because once they 
figure out how to clean the 
river they intend to share the 
knowledge with others looking 
to clean there rivers. 

In future articles I will be 
telling you what it was that 
caused the renewed intensity 
to achieve a cleaner river. You 
will leam why it’s important to 
you even if you love water rec¬ 
reation as much as a cat loves 
a bath. I will be highlighting 


the organization overseeing 
the effort, how decisions are 
being made and where the 
money is coming from. 

You may be surprised to 
learn that the family pet and 
accepted lawn care practices 
are just a couple of things that 
may be causing more damage 
to the river than the old scape¬ 
goats of industry, automobiles 
and illegal dumping. You will 
also learn what you can do to 
help. 

I must point out that al¬ 
though I have some involve¬ 
ment in the effort, I am no 
expert. I have no specific 
training in water quality is¬ 
sues and wouldn’t know a mi¬ 
crobe if I saw one. What I will 
do is relay factual information 
from those that do and credit 
them in print. Hopefully, we 
will learn together and come 
away with a better under¬ 
standing of the project and the 
responsibilities we have as 
stewards of the resource. 

Many historians have cred¬ 
ited the Rouge River as being 
one of the reasons people 
came to this area in the first 
place. It provided food, trans¬ 
portation, commerce and of 
course fresh water. It would be 
nice if it could be that again, in 
our lifetime. 


The Watershed 


A watershed is the area of land that is drained by 
a river system or by a network of river systems. The 
Rouge River Watershed includes all of the land area 
and waterways which drain into the Rouge River. 
The adjacent map shows all of the communities 
within the Rouge River Watershed. 

The Rouge River Watershed, located in 
southeast Michigan, runs through the 
most densely populated and urbanized 
land area in the state. The watershed 
is approximately 438 square miles in 
size and includes all or part of 48 
municipalities in three counties, with 
a population of over 1.5 million. 

Passing * through the city of River 
Rouge, the Rouge River empties into 
the Detroit River. The Detroit River is 
the connecting channel between Lakes 
St. Clair and Erie.
